NEW YORK, July 25.--The most ex- 
traordinary story yet told in connection 
with the shooting of Stanford White by 
Harry K. Thaw is that of Miss Anna 
Crane, a masseuse, sent by the slain 
architect to Paris in the summer of 
1904 to bring Evelyn Nesbit back to this 
country With funds supplied by him. She 
has told her story to Assistant District 
Attorney Robert J. Turnbull, and her 
testiinony will be most important if 
Thaw is placed on trial for his life. 

Miss Crane was located only after 
weeks of clever detective work by P. L. 
Bergoff, the private detective, now at- 
tached to the District Attorney's office, 
whose defense of Stanford White, print- 
ed exclusively in the Post-Dispatch, was 
the turning point in the most absorbing 
murder cause of the century. 

Miss Crane is 50 years old, with gray 
hair and frank features. She occupies 
a modest apartment, where she was vis- 
ited tuday by a reporter for the Post- 
Dispatch. She was a masseuse long 
before. that profession fell into the 
hands of the frivolous young women of 
the Tenderloin and numbers among her 
customers some famous actresses.

Miss Crane's story is as follows:

It was through Mrs. Nes- 
bit and her daughter that [ became ac- 
quainted with Stanford White. 

“We then called Evelyn Nesbit by her 
right name--Florence. She was my es- 
pecial charge, and it was-a part of the 
girls routine to receive facial massage 
irom me. We became well acquainted. 
and I received many confidences from 
her; in fact, she often called me ‘Maim- 
ma No. 1.’

Mrs. J. H. Snyder of 2012 Wagh street 
is at her home, tossing about on a bed 
of pain, the result of an attack made 
on her by two ‘‘mashers’’ Tuesday 
night. \Her sister-in-law, Mrs. E. H. 
Shadwell of Long Branch, Mo., was 
with Mrs. Snyder at the time. 

When the two women repulsed the 
men who spoke to them as they passed 
a saloon at Twentieth street and Frank- 
lin avenue the men followed Mrs. Sny- 
der and her sister-in-law to a butcher 
shop and waited for them to come out. 
Then Mrs. Snyder was beaten and 
kicked because she refused to apologize 
for calling the man a drunkard when he 
first accosted her and Mrs. Shadwell. 


The women left Mrs. Snyder’s home a 
few minutes after 8 o'clock Tuesday 
night to go to the butcher shop to get 
meat for breakfast. 

As they neared Twentieth street and 
Franklin avenue and were passing a 
saljon two men. lounging in front of 
the place, spoke to them. One of the 
men reached out toward Mrs. Shadwell, 
but before he could grab her she had 
gotten out of his reach. 

“Don't be afraid of us, 
of the two men, as they advanced still 
nearer to the frightened women who 
backed away and finally got past the 
men. They made their way to Moore’s 
meat market at 1907 Franklin avenue, 
after getting away from the men. At 
the door the two men awaited for Mrs. 
Snyder and Mrs. Shadwell to come out. 


Demanded an Apology. 


The -older man demanded an apology 
from Mrs. Snyder, who had told him 
he was drunk when the women were 
first stopped. 

“You are drunk now,’’ said Mrs. Sny- 
der, and then the man struck her, 
knocking her down. 


A ring, worn by her assailants, cut a 
deep gash under Mrs. Synder's fight 
eye. both of her eyes were blackened 
in the rain of blows. After the man 
had beaten and kicked the helpless 
woman to his heart's content he saun- 
tered away and left her lying uncon- 
scious where she had fallen. 

Mrs. Shadwell picked her sister-in-law 
up and half-carried her home. Dr. Po- 
land of 915 North Twenty-first street 
was called in and dressed the woman's 
bruises. He said Wednesday morning 
that her injuries weré not necessarily 
serious, but were very painful. 

By the time a crowd had collected the 
two men were gone and no one seemed 
any too anxious to follow them. 

Mrs. Snyder is 26 years old. Her hus- 
band, who was at home when the attack 
occurred, is urging the police to find 
the two men and mete tout proper pun- 
ishment to them. 

Albert Heege. 49 years old, married 
and living at 3874 Easton avenue, was 
arrested Wednesday afternoon by Detec- 
tives McQuellan and McGrath and was 
positively identified by Mrs. Shadwell as 
the man who attacked Mrs. Snyder. 

Heege was found by the detectives in 
a room at 917 North Ninth street: When 
“sweated” by Chief Desmond, Heege 
refused to say anything. He would 
neither deny or affirm that he knew 
about the attack on the two women. 

The police expect to get the younger 
man soon.

Resigned Pastorate, He Says, 
Because She Bore Tales 
to Parish. 


Percy Werner, a St. Louis attorney, 
testified Wednesday at Clayton in the dil- 
vorce suit of Rev. Samuel C. Eby, for- 
mer pastor of the Church of the Divine | 
Humanity, Delmar boulevard and Spring | 
avenue. He said that the minister had 
seemed to shun the members of his 
church and others after Mrs. Eby had 
complained to the lawyer concerning the 
minister’s alleged actions. 

Werner said Mrs. Eby had told him 
that she had a hard time with the 
housework and other home conditions. 
Until that time, he said, he had always 
considered the preacher “a fine fellow." 

He said he had never heard of any 
predilection of Mr. Eby for women oth- 
er than his wife, but that after the com- 
plaint of Mrs. Eby he noticed that Rev. 
Eby did not “mix a great deal in so- 
ciety.”’ 

Former Secretary Testifies. 


Edward Schneider of 1334 Childress 
avenue stated that he had frequently 
Called at the Eby residence and re- 
mained there at meals. He said he 
had met Miss Ide Huber, who is now 
his wife, at the home, and that Mrs. 
Eby constantly was nagging at and 
criticizing the pastor and her chil- 
dren. 

Mrs. Schneider said she had been 
Rev. Mr. Eby’s Stenographer from 
October, 1902, until June, 1905, and 
often went to the minister’s home to 
do her work. She said Mrs. Eby 
nagged her children and husband, but 
that the latter seldom, if ever, 
plied. 

The minister testified Tuesday that 
his wife nad accused him of being in 
love with Miss Huber when she 
his secretary. He admitted 
dined with Miss Huber. 

Rev. Mr. Eby testified Tuesday his 
wife did not let him have peace for 10 
years and attacked him at various 
times with her hands, a poker, a knife 
und a revolver. 

He declared that his

- A. Matteson, an aged and weathy ‘farm- 
er of near Steedham, Callaway County, 
and his child bride were brought to Jef- 
ferson City early this morning to an- 
swer a charge before United States 
Commissioner Geisberg of removing let- 
ters from a mail box in connection with 
their alleged efforts to prevent Mrs. 
Matteson's sister, Miss Virgie Gillman, 
14 years old, from corresponding with 
her avowed sweetheart, Will Witt .of 
St. Charles, Mo. 

- Those involved in the case are among 
the most wealthy and prominent of Cal- 
laway County farmers and stockmaisers. 
Matteson, €0 years cold, has spent almost 
a lifetime in the county and is known 
from one end to the other. He lbved on 
a large farm near the Gillman home 
with his wife for many years... A few 
months ago, however, Matteson and his 
wife disagreed and were divorced. The 
wife took the greater part of the prop- 
erty, a settlement being made between 
them. it is said, in which he received 
$5000 in cash. Soon after the divorce 
Matteson was married in Jefferson City 
to Grace Gillman, 17 years old. 

It was reported to Postoffice Inspector 
A. D. Bunsen of 8t. Louis, who. made 
the investigation which led up to the 
arrests. that as soon as Matteson and 
Grace Gillman were married Matteson 
moved to the Gillman home, and that 
he immediately attempted to assume 
the position of guardian of Virgie Gill- 
man. 

At that time Virgie was correspond- 
~ ng with her sweetheart, Will Witt,.who 
had left the old farm of his parents 
adjoining the Gillman. place, and had 
gone to St. Charles, where’ he has em- 
' ployment. ’ . 

Got Letters Through Netghibor. 

Matteson and Mrs. Gillman, mother of 
Virgie, forbade her writitig to Witt, de- 
claring, it is charged, that she should 
‘not be permitted to have letters from 
him which came to the family mail box 
on the rural free delivery ‘route. 

But Virgie knew a friend who would 
help her in her predicament. She wrote 

her letters and delivered them to 
Thomas Hall, owner of an adjoining 
farm, who also had a mail box. Hall 
deposited her letters in his box, from 
which they were taken by the postrnan. 
Letters from Witt to her came ad- 
dressed to Hall and were by him de- 
livered to Virgie. 

A month ago it is charged in the com- 
plaint, Matteson and his child bride 
forcibly opened Hall's mail box and re- 
moved two leters, one from Virgie to 
Witt and one from Witt, addressed to 
Hall. Hall complained to the Govern- 
ment authorities and Inspector Bunsen 
made the investigation.

Not Since Saturday Night Has. 
Any Supply Been in 
the Pipes,

Kirkwood has had no water since Sat- 
urday night at 6 o'clock. It had mighty 
little then, not nearly enough to enable 
the inhabitants to take a bath. The 
pipes went completely dry then, and 
they have been getting drier ever since. 

The people are drinking unwholesome 
water from cisterns which have been 
out of use. 

The people, made desperate by the sit- 
uation, are signing petitions to the city 
officials, asking them to do something 
toward bringing relief. Officials of the 
West St. Louis Water and Light Co. dis- 
dain to explain. They want Kirkwood 
to take its water from the company at 
meter rates, 

The city now owns rts own distrib- 
utory system. It has a contract with 
the water company for 100,000 gallons 
a day. Officials say, however, that 
there has never been enough supplied 
for the eity’s normal consumption, 
which is 55,000 to 60,000 gallons a day. 

There is a register in the City Clerk's 
office which igs intended to show the 
pressure at the water tower. The hand 
has been at zero so long that the clerk 
says it has become rusty. 

Railroad Has No Water. 


Webster, Maplewood and Brentwood 
are supplied by the same company. The 
water for these places, however, is 
pumped direct from Mona station at 
Creve Coeur Lake. It passes through 
Kirkwood, but none of it is stopping 
now to fill the Kirkwood standpipe. 

The Missouri Pacific locomotives are 
supposed to get water at Kirkwood, but 
they have not been doing so since Sat- 
urday, for the reason that there has 
been no water for them to get. 

They now run on to Valley Park and 
fill] their tanks there. 

The drouth is preventing laundry 
work and is about to ruin the owners 
of the only laundry in the town. These 
are Mr. and Mrs. Henry Rothsweiler. 
They invested all that they had in 
equipping a Jaundry two months ago. 
With $300 worth of work on hand they 
have had no water in the boiler since 
Saturday. They have tried to carry 
enough from cisterns to keep the engine 
going, but have not succeeded. Mr. 
Rothsweiler is now trying to have a 
pump rigged up to connect with a cis- 
tern. Mrs. Rothsweiler, in tears 
Wednesday, said that they would be 
ruined unless they obtained water soon. 

There was almost as complete a drouth 
before Saturday. 

When Mayor Ochterbeck madea pay- 
ment on the city water bill that day he 
told the Water company he would not 
turn over the monev unless there was a 
better water supply. The money was 
later paid. 

Most of those who have built houses 
in Kirkwood in recent vears have not 
had cisterns built. because they relied 
on the city water supply. These are 
entirely without water and have ta re- 
ly on the scanty supply of neighbors. 
Owners of cisterns have latterly permit- 
ted them to fall into disuse and the wa- 
ter in many of them is unfit for use. 


Lights May Go Out. 
Kirkwood may soon be without lights 
as well as water. Up to Wednesday 
the electric light works, which are in a 
hollow, were able to get some water, 


but the supply has failed. An attempt; 
is to be made to pump some from a pool 
near by. 

The Board of Aldermen 
Thursday night. Emphatic 
some kind is expected. 

An investigation is being made by W. 
H. Marvin, chairman of the Committee 
on Electric Light of the Board of Al- 
dermen. and W. E. Reed. the chief en- 
gineer at the electric light plant. They 
have found that the standpipe is dry and 
that there is no air pressure in the 
pipes, indicating, they think, that the 
water is turned off completely. 

They are going to investigate further 
and find out where it has been shut off. 

The situation is the sole .topic of con- 
versation in Kirkwood. Groups of citi- 
zens stand on the streets and gravely 
discuss the situation. It is feared that 
if the famine continues there will be an 
epidemic as the sewers cannot be 
flushed.

Mr. Bryan, though not other- 
wise qualified, according to standing or- 
ders, for admission to the conference, 
was invited by the committee under 
Dower given it to secure the presence 
of a small number of distinguished men.

DIVER PICKARD MET HIS DEATH | August Mueller’s Children in 


& ? 


Diver Meets Death at 
Bottom of Mississippi. 


Diver William H. Pickard was 
buried at the bottom of the intake 
well of the Union Electric Light 
and Power Co. and could not free 
himself from the pressure of an 
enormous weight of mud, dying 
there before his fellow-workmen 
on a platform of a cofferdam 
above could find an expert to ex- 
tricate*his body. 

The lifeline attached to his div- 
ing suit broke when the rescue 
gang attempted to draw him from 
the water and slime, after he had 
signaled to be pulled up. He had 
no chance for life after that, 

He was under water from 1:30 
o'clock until 6 o’clock before 
Diver Duire found the body. 
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HIGH WATER 
INTAKE 
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ilch he was buried.and which «o com- 
pressed the rubber tube that it could 
not escape. 

The man had fought a desperate fight 
for life, however, before death came. 
He was encased in a diving suit, weight- 
ed down with lead slugs to keep him on 
the river basin, and, with the breaking 


‘of a lifeline attached to his waist, he 


had no chance. He was doomed the in- 
stant the rope was severed, and he 
never gave his comrades ‘above a soli- 
tary signal after that to inform them 
that he still breathed.

of water. Much sediment had been} 
deposited on the concrete floor of j 
this well, and it was in this that the 
diver was imbedded and held until 
long after life was extinct. 

It was tho purpose of the company 
to clear out this well before a per- 
manent intake was built for the new 
cofferdam, which is nothing more 
than a reservoir to hold the still wa- 
ter Which will pour through the in- 
take, gates and be purified before be- 
ing received by the enermous boilers 
of the power house. Pickard volun- 
teered to investigate the amount of 
mud settled on the bottom and to dis- 
cover the best way to brush it away. 

The top of the well is about 40 feet 
above the water. Pickard dressed him- 
self in the rubber suit, donned the 
diver’'s helmet, attached a heavy rope 
about his waist and adjusted the sig- 
nal cord. He was let down by his 
comrades and landed, supposedly, on 
the bottom. 


Lifeline Parted. 


Almost instantly there were five 
tugs on the signal cord, a command 
to draw up the diver, and the mein 
above hauled in the line. There was 
a heavy resistance and the lifeline! 


brok®, another heavy cord attached 
to Pickard evidently slipped from its 
position and the man was left buried 
in the mud and quicksands of the 
well. | 

Never again was the signal rope 
touched by the dying man and it is be-! 
livied that he lost his head and forgot | 
it, though it would have done him no 
good to have pulled it. He struggled a 
little while to free himself from the en- 
gulfing slime, but the weights and heavy 
helmet balked his efforts and he soon 
gave up. It was evident from his con- 
dition after he was rescued that he had | 
worked valiantly, but frantically and to, 
no purpose, to free himself from his en- 
casing, armor-like garb. 

No water was in the suit when the 
man’s body was carried to the platform 
of the cofferdam by Diver John Duire, 
who had been speedily sent for. It was 
the opinion of the physician who tried 
to resuscitate Pickard that he had died 
from fright or from exhaustion attend- 
“| his attempt to doff his diving dress. 

iver Duire would carry no air hose 
with him when he went down for his 
fellow workman and he says that he had 
a narrow escape from being caught by 
the sticky deposit on the floor of the 
well. He tied a heavy rope around Pick- 
ard and the man’s body was hoisted by 
eight men. 


New at the Business. 


Pickard had been a rigger for the 
electric company, but became a diver 
several weeks ago. He was exceed- 
ingly daring, and according to his 
friends, feared nothing. He had been 
down in the same trap once before 
and believed he was perfectly safe in 
making a second attempt. 

The well is a shaft, about 4 feet 
long by 2 feet wide and 60 feet deep, 
on the order of an elevator shaft. 
There is scarcely room to permit a 
man’s body to be lowered into it. 

On the breaking of the lifeline, 
Supt. Walter S. Parker sent for the 
tugboat Susie Hazard, which went 
after Diver Duire and took him to 
the scene of the accident, which was 
declared unavoidable. 

Pickard’s mother lives at Mounds, 
lil. His body was taken to the 
Morgue after every effort had been 
made to revive him. 

The cofferdam is a concrete wall, 
uncompleted, which forms a reser- 
voir into which water will be poured 
through two intake gates. Water 
can be let through these openings and 
shut off at will. One is located where 
it will have effect during high water 
and the other when the stage of the 
river is low.

“GROWING WITH THE TOW N.” 

Back in 1808 or thereabouts, a South Carolina 
immigrant to St. Louis had capital enough to buy 
a scow. His name was Wiggins and he used his 
scow to start a ferry across the Mississippi River. 

About the time the city was incorporated, he 
was joined by his nephew, whose name was Wig- 
gins also. They got a ferry franchise and resolved 
to grow up with St. Louis. First they added 
horsepower to the original motor power—which 
consisted most likely of a pole and a paddle. ‘hen 
they added steam power and their franchise privi- 
leges continued growing with the city until they 
were both dead. Long after they were buried the 
franchise privilege grew, until before their century 
closed, the Wiggins Ferry was carrying between a 
million and a half and two million tons of freight 
every year between St. Louis and East St. Louis. 

They began growing with St. Louis by buying out 
the Byrd Ferry, which was a scow run with a paddle 
and a pole. Then they bought out John Day, whose 
genius had put a mule on a treadmill on the deck of 
his scow and used energy thus developed to turn 
a wheel at the stern. From these begirmings, they 
and their heirs and assigns grew with the town un- 
til, at the opening of the twentieth century, the last 
-step in “corking up” the town was taken by the 
terminal monopoly, when it became one of the Wig- 
gins assigns. 

The original Wiggins was hale and bluff, a royal 
sort of a person with a large beard, a deep chest 
and a “big heart.” 

He grew with the town until he was as great a 
man as Adolphus Busch, Esq., is now. Or, at least, 
he was almost as great. 

But where else in the United States will there be 
as great a man as Mr. Busch will be when he has

Rest for Policemen. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 





The Board of Police Commission- 
ers have been petitioned to grant the 
three plattoon system to the police of 
this city. 

It has been demonstrated fn. most of 
our industries that a man can per- 
form more labor in elght hours daily 
than in 10 or 12. 

And a man can perform more men- 
tal labor in six hours daily than in 
eight. 

The laws of physiology and expert- 
ence teach that it requires at least 16 
hours daily for rest and recreation to 
restore the waste of our organism by 
physical action or labor. 

If the time for rest or recreation is 
shortened the muscles become slow 
and the brain stupid in action. 

The first duty of the police is the 
prevention of crime and to preperly 
perform this duty a policeman must 
be in good physical condition to act 
quickly, both physically anf mentally.

PROF. M’GEE WRITES A SCIENTIFIC POEM

R. CYRUS A. PETERSON, pres- 
D ident of the Missouri Historical 
Society, recently printed and 
circulated a mfp of the Cahokia Mound 
Group. The map bore the statement | 
that the Great Cahokia Mound, oppo- 
site St. Louis, is the largest prehistoric 
tumulus in the United States, 
Since the circulation of the map a 
umber of exceptions have been taken 


‘to this statement by persons who pro- 


fess to know of greater mounds. Among 
others, a mound near Mascoutah, IU., 
was nominated for first place. The lo- 
cal scientists had not Known of any 
big mound near Mascoutah, and, being 
from Missourl, they had to r shown. 
Dr. Peterson organized an pedition 
of investigation and the Mascoutah 
mound was sought out and properly 
listed. Prof. McGee was a member of 
the expedition, and in the best of hu-- 
mor, and with a skill which. reveals this 
many-sided gentleman’as a poet and 
humorist of unsuspected gifts, he 
penned. the following:

CAUGHT CATFISH

baseball players have of “roasting” 
abusing and baiting oue another. This 
vie custom of ‘‘roasting”’’ is one of the 
reasons why I have little or no regard 
foc baseball players. They say and 
permit to be said to them things which 
among men of nice feeling and honor 
would call for murder on the spot. 
Baseball players seem to make and ac- 
cept these remarks as part and parcel 
of the game, and to be slow to resent, 
in fact, do not resent them at- all, 

I have no means of knowing what 
Peitz said to McGinnity. I do know, 
however, that I have heard things said 
by ball players to ball players on the 
diamond, which, if applied in other 
walks of life, would have brought about 
the offender's death in a hurry. 

This vile habit of roasting and cark- 
ing has spread to a good many sports, 
even among gentlemen, I know of hand- 
ball games which frequently end up In 
a row, for while there is no bad or 
abusive language used, the players so 
“roast’’ and find fault with one an- 
other that only the good sense and 
the triumph of the innate instincts of 
the gentleman over all, prevents it. Yet 
it fe a vile and abominable habit, de- 
stroys all comfort and good fellowship 
and provokes foul fight. 


Of course, unthinking people will be 
quick to censure McGinnity. Yet I feel’ 
that if every man who was abused and 
roasted on the diamond resented it as 
did the pitcher, there might be a good 
deal less of it. Many of these roasters 
are fresh because they are protected by 
custom and the laws of the diamond. A 
punch in the nose may be a dernier re- 
sort, but it may be none the less ef- 
fective in stopping the abuse. 

And right here let me make the point 
of it all: It is that if spectators will 
take advantage of the same customs 
and laws and position to shower abuse 
upon players they cannot expect play- 
ers’ to be any better than their specta- 
tors. 

On the whole, the “larrikin” element 
has been given too much latitude in 
baseball. If club owners and leagues 
would eject abusive spectators from 
their parks and subsequently refuse 
them admission. when known, and if, 
umpires were instructed to eject and 
report abusive players, all this un- 
pleasantness would be obviated. 

Of course, it may be said that Me- 

tinnity and Peltz should have waited 
until after the game and had it out. I 
have small use for a’ man who can 
hear the name of his mother derided 
and wait to avenge it afterwards.
